Dear Mr. Hoch: 

This is in response to your letter of June 5, 1971 
requesting ray review, pursuant to 28 C.F.R. § 16.7(c), 
of the May 7, 1971 decision by the Deputy Attorney 
General denying in part one of your requests for various 
records relating to the assassination of President 
Kennedy and to Lee Harvey Oswald. The three sets of 
documents still at issue are treated here in the order 
in which you discuss them in your June 5 letter of appeal. 

1. (a) C.D. 75, pages 400 and 426. You note that 
what purport to be these pages are published as part of 
Commission Exhibit 1141, and ask whether those pages were 
published in full. If they were not, you request release 
of the material deleted. We are informed by the FBI that 
no material was deleted from those pages prior to their 
publication by the Commission. 

(b) C.D. 653. We have examined a copy of this 
document and determined that it is exempt from mandatory 
disclosure as part of an investigative file compiled for 
law enforcement purposes. We have further determined that 
the document should not be made available as a matter of 
discretion for reasons including that its release would 
be an unwarranted invasion of the privacy of the private 
citizen involved. 




For your information C.D. 653 is exclusively 
concerned with an offer made on November 23, 1963, by a 
Chicago, Illinois, lawyer to represent Oswald. The com- 
munication is addressed to Oswald and reads: 

"On television you requested counsel as you 
have not been able to obtain counsel and 
desire counsel. You may request a conference, 
with me. "

2. Your second request as renewed on appeal is for 
"certain records relating to information provided by 
Mr. Carlos Quiroga to the FBI relating to Lee Harvey 
Oswald." In particular, you ask about a record of a 
possible contact initiated by Quiroga with the FBI on 
August 16, 1963, concerning a hand-out of communist 
literature by Oswald on that day. 

With respect to your request for any record of an 
August 16 contact with the FBI by Quiroga, we are informed 
that the FBI has no record of such a contact either in its 
headquarters or its New Orleans office. We are further 
informed that there are no records of other FBI contacts 
with Quiroga relating to Oswald prior to the November 27, 
1963, interview with which you are already familiar. 

The FBI has had contacts with Mr. Quiroga since 
November 27, 196.3, which involved matters arising out of 
the assassination of President Kennedy. The FBI reports 
and records of the contacts are exempted from mandatory 
disclosure under the 7th exemption of the Freedom of 
Information Act as "investigatory files compiled for law 
enforcement purposes." Aside from this exemption, I have 
determined not to exercise my discretion to disclose these 
reports and records because their release might occasion 
unnecessary and unfair harm to persons other than 
Mr. Quiroga. 
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
